Edmund S 
Dinis has filed a petition in a PennsyP 
vania court alleging blood was found on 
Mary Jo Kopechne’s clothes and in her 
nose and mouth after her body was re­ 
covered from Sen. Edward M. Kennedy’s 
car, it was disclosed today. 
In the amended petition for exhuma­ 
tion of the 28-year-old secretary for 
an autopsy, Dinis alleged: 
“ That there appears on the white 
shirt worn by Mary Jo Kopechne ‘wash­ 
ed out’ reddish-brown and brown stains 
on the back of both sleeves, the back 
and collar, that these stains give posi­ 
tive benzidine reaction, an indication 
of the presence of residual traces 
of 
blood, that said residue is of insuff­ 
icient amount to make further tests as 
to the specific origin or type. 
“ That investigation has revealed there 
was present a certain amount of blood 
in both Mary Jo Kopechne’s mouth and 
nose, which may or may not have been 
I consistent with death by drowning” 
Dinis said he mailed the petition 
Wednesday to Judge Bernard Bromin- 
ski of Luzerne County, Pa., Common 
Pleas Court. The judge has set a pre- 
autopsy hearing for Sept. 29. 
Miss Kopechne died when a car driv­ 
en by Sen Kennedy plunged off a bridge 
on Chappaquiddick Island in July. Her 
parents have opposed exhumation of their 
daughter. 
Dinis said information about the blood 
was not avaialble until after Mrs. Kopech­ 
ne was buried July 22 in Larksville, 
Pa. 
Associate Medical Examiner Ronald 
R. M ills had ruled Miss Kopechne died 
of 
drowning. 
Dinis 
has 
sought an 
autopsy to confirm the cause of death. 
An inquest into Miss Kopectine’s death 
has been postponed at Edgartown until 
the Massachuesetts Supreme Court re­ 
views ground rules set down by District 
Judge James л.

SAIGON (UPD — The U.S. Army today 
ordered the court martial of six of the 
eight U.S. Special Forces men caught 
up in the death of a shadowy Saith Viet­ 
namese character thought to have been 
“ put away’’ when he was discovered 
spying for both sides in the Vietnam 
War. 


The formal charges were murder and 
conspiracy to commit murder, but the 
Pentagon said the cases will be treated 
as “ non capital,’’ apparently ruling out 
the death penalty. The court martial was 
ordered by Maj. Gen. G. L. Mabry Jr., 
commander of the U.S. Army Forces in 
Vietnam. 
Among those facing court martial was 
Col. Robert Rheault, 43, of Vineyard 


Haven, Mass., 
a West Point graduate 
and member of a socially prominent New 
England family. He was commander of 
the Green Berets but was relieved of 
his post when the mysterious case came 
to light two months ago. 
The other five ordered court mar- 
tialed were: 
—Maj. David E., Crew, 33, Cedar 
Rapids, Iowa. 
—Maj. Thomas C. Middleton Jr., 29, 
Jefferson, S.C. 
-Capt. Leland J. Brumley, 26, Dun­ 
can, Okla. 
-Capt. Robert F. Marasco, 29, Bloom­ 
field N.J. 
-Capt. Budge E. William s, 27, Athens, 
Ga. 
The Army said charges against the 


other two Green Berets Involved were 
being “ held in abeyance” pending the 
trial. They were Sgt. Alvin L. Smith, 
41, Naples, Fla., and CWO Edward M. 
Boyle, 26, of New York City. 
In Washington, Army Secretary Stanley 
R. Resor said he had been urged to 
order dismissal of the charges but “ aft­ 
er careful deliberation have concluded 
that it would be unwise and unjustified 
for me to interfere in this case.” 
Adding to the mystery of the case 
was a charge by Rep. Paul Rodgers of 
Florida that the South Vietnamese gov­ 
ernment was using its influence to have 
the men court martialed. Therehadbeen 
previous charges 
the men were being 
made scapegoats for mysterious “ higher 
ups” who were never named.____________ 


Resor said the trial would be “ open to 
the public except when it is necessary 
to prevent disclosure of classified ma­ 
terial.” 
All indications were the trial would 
attract worldwide headlines and that 
some of the more famous American at­ 
torney’s might become Involved for the 
defense. 
One of these is New York attorney 
Henry E. Rothblatt who said he would 
fly to Saigon immediately to represent 
Crew and Brumley. He said he expect­ 
ed F. Lee Bailey, a famous trial law­ 
yer, to join the defense. 
“ The government better be prepared 
to make full and complete disclosures 
of all evidence in the case, and specific­ 
ally all the activities of the CIA In Viet­ 


nam, Laos and Cambodia as related to 
the Green Berets,” Rothblatt said. 
He predicted acquittal for the defend­ 
ants. So did Mrs. Carolii№ Rheault, 
wife of Colonel Rheault. She said today 
in Vineyard Haven there has “ never 
been a shred of evidence to suggest 
wrong-doing” on the part of the Green 
Berets.” She suggested the trial be held 
in Hawaii or some place other than 
Vietnam. 


Identity of the alleged victim never 
really has been established publicly. He 
is thought to have been Thai Khac Chuy- 
en who worked as an “ Interpreter” 
for the Green Berets but who was 
photographed talking with Communist 
North Vietnamese.

PARIS (UPI)— North Vietnam has said 
its officials will meet with relatives of 
the 1,336 U.S. servicemen missing or 
captive in Vietnam so long as they have 
no connection with the U.S. government. 
Four Texas women, wives of pilots 
shot down over the North, cracked the 
ice Wednesday, meeting 2Vz hours with 
Hanoi officials who promised to write 
later abcxit the fate of their husbands. 
The women said they were “ terribly 
disappointed” they did not get an im­ 
mediate answer. 
Mrs. Bonnie Singleton told a news 
conference later the Communists had 
said they would meet with other relatives 
who came to Paris seeking information 
on missing or captive sons of husbands. 
“ They did not say that they would 
give answers. They said that anyone 
who came on an independent basis— 
that means outside government spon­ 
sorship —they would see,” she said. 
The four women met with three mem­ 


bers of the Hanoi delegaUon to the Viet­ 
nam talks at the Communists’ villa in 
suburban Choisy Le Roi. 


Afterward, Xuan Oanh, a high official 
in the Hanoi delegation and one of the 
three who met with the women, announc­ 
ed his country would investigate the 
fate of the four airmen.

to the war in Vietnam. 
Police 
arrested 12 persons demon­ 
strating outside the United Nations while 
Nixon addressed the General Assembly. 
Police said seven of the 12 were 
males and five were females. TTie dem­ 
onstrators were arrested for obstruct­ 
ing traffic, 
resisting arrest, 
har- 
rassment and disorderly conduct. 
The President addressed a packed 
assembly 
hall 
for 
29 
minutes. The 
delegates — representing all U.N. mem­ 
bers except Cuba — listened without in­ 
terruption. 
They gave Nixon a 20-second standing 
ovation — with Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andreia Gromyko 
leading the Commu­ 
nist applause —when he was introduced 
by Assembly 
President Angie Brooks 
of Liberia 
and escorted to the speak­ 
ers’ 
stand by U.N. 
protocol officer 
Sinan Korle of Turkey. 
They applauded again for 30 seconds 
when Nixon concluded with a gentle nod 
of his head after appealing for “ the 
achievement of that true peace which 
the people of every land carry in the 
hearts and celebrate in their hopes.” 
The president told the assembly the 
United States intends to “ share both the 
adventures and benefits of space” and 
would put forward 
proposals to this 
end. He failed, 
however, to outline the 
proposals. 
Departing 
from his prepared text, 
Nixon 
peered across the Blue-and-gold 
assembly hall and told the delegates he 
had travelled in most of their countries 
in the past 23 years. 
“ I have met most of the leaders and 
seen 
thousands 
of people,” he said. 
“ There are differences 
between 
the 
nations, 
differences between the lead­ 
ers and differences 
between 
the peo­ 
ple. 
But the people of the world — 
wherever they are — want peace.” 
He said world leaders had “ a respon­ 
sibility to build for peace.” 
The president was escorted from tlie 
podium by Miss Brooks for private 
conversation in an office behind the 
speakers’ stand with Secretary General 
Thant and her. Mrs. Nixon and other 
members of the presidential party were 
served coffee in a nearby lounge. 
In urging the General Assembly to put 
pressure on Hanoi to hasten an end to 
the Vietnam War Nixon said “ in 
the 
name of peace I urge all of you here — 
representing 126 nations — to use your 
best diplomatic 
efforts to persuade 
Hanoi to move seriously into the nego­ 
tiations which could end this war.” 
The chief executive said American 
steps such as de-escalating the air waf in 
Vietnam and U.S. troop withdrawals were 
responses to views expressed in earlier 


sessions of the international body. 
The President told the delegates it was 
“ urgent that the U.N. members who have 
long 
taken an active interest in peace 
in Vietnam now take an active hand in 
achieving it.” 
“ We hope that views from this orga­ 
nization may now also be influential in 
Hanoi,” he said. “ If these efforts are 
successful, the war can end.” 
Wliile Nixon concentrated on the Viet­ 
nam 
War, blaming Hanoi for ol)stinate 
refusal to discuss anything but a one­ 


sided 
settlement, 
the President also 
addressed himself to a series of other 
volatile international matters: 
Middle East—He thought Russia could 
be doing more to bring peace to this 
troubled area. He was convinced “ peace 
cannot be achieved on the basis of sub­ 
stantial alterations in the map of the 
Middle East.” 
Nixon was equally con- 
viiK^ed peace could not be achieved “ on 
the basis (rf anything less than a binding.

SAIGON (U PI) — U.S. headquarters 
said today it was turning over the de­ 
fense of Saigon to the South Vietnamese. 
The Saigon soldiers last week took their 
heaviest losses 
in a year in virtually 
going it alone for three days on the bat­ 
tlefield. 
The announcement that the 82nd A ir­ 
borne 
Division’s 
3rd 
brigade, 
now 
guarding Saigon, would be pulled out in 
President Nixon’s withdrawal plan meant 
the removal of the only U.S. unit still in­ 
volved in the defense of the capital. 
It would leave the job to the South 
Vietnamese, who lost 
529 men killed 
last week. The period Included three 
days in which they fought on while U.S. 
troops tacitly were honoring a Com­ 
munist - declared truce in honor of Ho 
Chi Minh. 
Government 
spokesmen 
said the 
529 deaths were the highest since 642 
Saigon soldiers died in the week ending 
Aug. 24, 1968. 
American losses last 
week were put at 143 killed and 1,343 
wounded — an increase of six dead and 
16 wounded over the previous week. 
The government losses reflected their 
increasing coml>at role as American 
troc^s are being pulled out, and served 
as an Indicator of their ability against 
the Viet Cong and North Vietnamese. 
A total of 2,361 
Communists 
died in 
fighting last week, spokesmen 
said. 
The 4,500-man 
3rd 
brigade 
of 
the 82nd Airborne Division 
joins the 
remaining 
18,000 Leathernecks of the 
3rd 
Marine Division and portions of

Removal of the 3rd

brigade was 
going home while

More units to be pulled 
out will be announced later. 
Some of the Marines were locked in 
their heaviest DMZ-area combat in sev­ 
en months Wednesday. It cost them 22 
men killed, heackjuarters said.

“ A ll of the persons interviewed re­ 
garding Judge Haynsworth expressed 
confidence in his Integrity, his Intellec­ 
tual honesty, his judical temperament 
and his professional ability. 


” A few regretted the appointment be­ 
cause of differences with Judge Hayns- 
worth’s ideological point of view, pre­ 
ferring 
something less conservative. 
None of these gentlemen, however, ex­ 
pressed any dmibts as to Judge Hayns­ 
worth’s Intellectual Integrity or his capa- 
billty as a jurist.”

There was no basis for 
any claim of disqualificati(m and it was 
his (hity to sit as a member of his 
court.” 


Haynsworth voted with the majority 
in a 3-2 decision that rejected an un- 


fair labor practices charge against the 
textile m ill which had contracts for 
machines of the company in which the 
judge lK)lds one-seveifth interest. 
Besides that case, a new conflict al­ 
legation against Haynsworth was raised 
today: whether he was stockholder of a 
firm which benefited from one of his 
decisions last year. 


Sen. 
Birch Bayh, D-Ind., leader of 
Senate Judiciary Committee liberals who 
kept Haynsworth on the witness stand for 
most of the two days, raised the ques- 
tion late Wednesday after Haynsworth 
left for the day.

if there is a need to regulate 
automobile price advertising. 
In 1958, Congress passed a 
law requiring automakers to 


affix a “ suggested retail price” 
on each car coming off the 
assembly line. Six years later 
the FTC adopted its “ guides 
against deceptive pricing.” 
An FTC staff study found 
fewer than 5 per cent of U.S. 
cars sell at the “ sticker” price 
affixed to the car. Dealers and 
automakers say their custo. 
mers are shrewd and know the 
price is just the bargaining 
point. 


Some FTC commissioners are 
not so sure everyone does know 
this. Even if they do, they 
question whether a consumer 
should have to be a wise and 
knowledgeable 
bargainer 
in 
order to get a fair deal on the 
purchase of a car-the second 
largest 
purchase 
next to a 
home for most. 


It might come as a surprise 
to some to know it is common, 
for example, for an auto dealer 
to offer $1,400 for a trade-in on 
a Chrysler, but only $1,250 on a 
Plymouth, 
and $1,150 on a 
Valiant. The difference on the 
same 
used car is that the 
dealer 
gets 
a 25 per cent 
discount firom the maker for 
the Chrysler, 24 per cent tor 
the Plymouth and 17 per cent 
on the Valiant.

California to turn away 
1500 students In 1971

SAN 
FRANCISCO 
(U PI)- 
The University of California 
will have to turn away 1,500 
students in 1971 because of a 
continuing shortage of construo 
tion funds, the Board of R^ 
gents was told today. 
Elmo Morgan, vice president 
of 
physical 
planning 
and 
construction, said nearly half of 
the school's building funds for 
the 
current 
year 
had been 
frozen by the Reagan adminis­ 
tration because of the tight 
bond market. 
He said the $21.7 million in 
deferred capital outlay included 
$5.5 million for an addition to 
Riverside’s Welvr Hall, $3.5 
million 
for Santa Barbara’s 
engineering building, $2.5 mil­ 
lion for additions to Irvine’s 
humanities and social sciences 
building, and $900,000 for Santa 
Cruz’s College No. 6 and social 
sciences unit. 
The remainder of the with­ 
held 
money 
was slated for 
alterations, utilities and equip­ 
ment on all nine UC campuses. 
“ No new major projects In 
the 1969-70 program can be 
started at this time,” Morgan 
told a regents’ committee as 
the 24-member board opened a 
two-day session at UC’s San 
Francisco 
Extension. “ T h e 
prospects for a viable program 
in 1970 - 71 are not encour­ 
aging.” 
The regents will take up the 
proposed 1970-71 
budget, 
an 
analysis 
of proposed tuition 
systems and an amendment to 
their recently adqjted veto over 
faculty 
appointments 
during 
Friday’s session. 
In addition to reducing the 
anticipated 1971 enrollment by 
1,500 students, Morgan said the 
contruction cutback would in­ 
crease costs. “ The increase in 
construction costs of projects 
delayed for a year will be at 
least $2.5 million at present 
escalation rates,” he said. 
Morgan s a i d the university 
deferred much of its authorized 
$46.3 million building program 
for the current fiscal year at 
the request of State Finance 
Director Casper Weinberger, 
He said the school would 
spend $24.6 
million 
of the 
capital funds allocated by the 
Legislature and approved by 
Gov. Ronald Reagan, including 
$1.4 million for major projects 
^ million for miiKir work, $4.5 
million for equipment and $1.7 
million for planning. Another 
$4.9 million will be allocated 
when projects 
receive final 
clearance or anticipated federal 
building funds. 


Morgan said UC was going 
ahead only with four major 
building 
projects 
previously 
deferred 
from 
the 
1968-69 
budget. 
They included $3.1 million tor 
Irvine’s social science unit one, 
$3 million for Santa Barbara’s 
South Hall addition, $1.4 million 
for Santa Cruz’s performing 
arts building, and $517,000 for 
Santa Cruz’s classroom unit 
one. 
Morgan said the cutback in 
construction was forced by the 
state’s inability to sell bonds in 
the current tight money mark- 
et.The projects were approved 
by the voters in 1964 and 1966 
bond elections. 
The UC vice president said 
State Finance Department offi­ 
cers told him the university and 
other hi^er education agencies 
had 
third priority whenever 
bonds were sold again. He said 
the State Water Project and the 
public 
school 
building 
aid 
program had higher priority.

A nation-wide search is on to 
find a 1952 student from Stan­ 
ford University named Andy 
Hornby. After 17 years, Horn­ 
by’s record for eating split pea 
soup has been shattered and the 
new champion now wants his due 
— the specially designed cham­ 
pionship belt awarded on a ro­ 
tating basis for the 
record 
number of bowls consumed in 
one sitting. 
The new champion is 17-year 
old Sam Johnson of Solvang. 
Spurred on by his friends and 
one of the attractive waitres­ 
ses, he has toppled Hornby’s 
long standing record by eat­ 
ing 16 bowls in two and one 
half hours. 
The 235-pound, 6-foot 3-inch 
high school football captain and 
heavyweight 
wrestler walked 
out of the restaurant 12 pounds 


heavier 
from 
the challenge. 
Asked for a comment, Johnson 
said, “ Thank goodness, it was 
on the house.’’ 
In describing his technique, 
Johnson revealed that he first 
started out eating the soup with 
crackers but soon discovered 
that approach was too filling. 
He then hit upon the idea of 
taking a sip of water followed 
by a spoonful of soup 
Back in 1952 on the way 
from a Stanford-USC football 
game, Hornby and his traveling 
companions stopped at PeaSoup 
Andersen’s Reataurant in Buell* 
ton, “ home of split pea soup.’’ 
On a lark he accepted the chal­ 
lenge of the others to see how 
many bowls of split pea soup 
he could eat. Before he called 
it quits he had eaten 14 bowls’ 
The restaurant subsequently 


had an expandable belt made that 
takes into account the amount of 
split pea 
soup 
consumed. It 
was presented to Hornby on a 
rotating basis in honor of his ef­ 
forts and those of future “ pea 
souper" champions. 
Soup sales at the restaurant 
total more than 1,400,000 bowls 
each 
year, or approximately 
72.5 tons.

For the ordinary Frenchman 
the situation was not particular­ 
ly unusual. 
A wildcat strike of trainmen 
in the south of France had 
turned 
nationwide. 
Highways 
were jammed with cars which 
otherwise would have been left 
in the suburbs. Army trucks 
with 
hard, 
board 
benches 
offered some belief to commu­ 
ters but not much. 
Other strikes were in the 
offing among subway workers, 
the dockers andschoo adminis­ 
trators. 
But, while these were things 
Frenchmen had endured before 
it was especially bad news for 
the government of President 
Georges Pompidou, in office 
only since last June 20. 
For the moment the railway 
strike involved working condi­ 
tions but not money. That could 
come later. 
The strike and the threats of 
strikes meant that the govern­ 


ment was not succeeding in its 
appeals 
to 
restless 
French 
workers 
to cooperate 
in an 
austerity program designed to 
turn around a runaway French 
economy. 
The communist-led General 
Confederation of Labor already 
had served official notice there 
would be no truce in its drive to 
obtain higher wages for its two 
milion members. 
As 
the 
government 
faced 
mounting troubles with labor, it 
also faced a crisis of public 
opinion. 
When the government deva­ 
lued the franc by 12.5 per cent, 
it also decreed controls by 
which it hoped to limit a rise in 
consumer prices to no more 
than one or two per cent. 
A public opinion poll showed 


that few Frenchmen believed it 
would succeed. 
Some retailers already had 
hiked prices by as much as 20 
per cent or more and French­ 
men in general continued to 
buy as if they feared their 
franc would be worth even less 
tomorrow. 
As 
a 
matter of fact the 
austerity program is not as 
austere as it might have been 
since it was accompanied by 
other measures to help low 
income groups. These included 
considerable 
tax 
relief, 
an 
increase in the minimum wage 
and an increase ir\ old age 
pensions 
Bank 
interest rates 
were 
increased toencourage savings. 
Most felt by the consumers is 
a credit squeeze which means 


that fewer Frenchmen will be 
buying automobiles, television 
sets or refrigerators. 
The government hopes that 
what Frenchmen now do not 
buy at home can be sold abroad 
to reverse a trend which in the 
first seven months of this year 
saw 
the nation import $1.3

REMSENBURG, L.I.—(NEA)—P. G. VVodehouse knows 
an avid golfer who once hit an approach shot a little strong 
and got bunkered in a piano. He knows another who treats 
love with suspicion because of the theory it might put him 
right off his stroke. 
Both golfing zealots were invented by W o d e h o u s e, 
though he does not doubt that somewhere, sometime, such 
creatures in the eternal Quest for Scratch did in fact exist. 
It has been over 30 years since VVodehouse himself stood 
in rough up to his belly-button with only a mashie-niblick 
as protection. But at age 87 he rem em bers what it was like 
and still writes about it, now and again. 
The English-born humorist, who also breathed life into 
folks like Jeeves and Bertie VVooster and Mr. F^smith. lives 
comfortably here w’ith his blithe wife Bunny and seven 
cats and four dogs. A large, baldish, freckled man with 
warm eyes behind plain-frame glasses, short-sleeved shirt, 
flappy slacks and crepe-soled shoes, he sat in a wicker 
chair^on his flagstone patio, sipping tea. munching biscuits 
(cookies, in American) and tried with only m oderate suc­ 
cess to keep his pipe lit. 
“ I was never any good at golf, you know,” said W'ode- 
house. “ The first time I ever tried it was in 1916, or some­ 
time like that. I took some lessons in a departm ent store.

chap who was a pro sort of showed me the rudiments 
of it. 
“ I grew keen for it and 
played every day for a few 
years after. I was sort of an 
18 h a n d i c a p . But I never 
seemed to get much better. I 
just stayed rotten. It was 
rather deceptive in that de­ 
partm ent store. The ball al­ 
ways went into the net. I did 
not lose any balls or any­ 
thing. On the links, you al­ 
ways have that feeling you 
will get better, that tom or­ 
row it will be all right.

They are so m echan­ 
ically perfect, they never seem to m ake a mistake. Isn’t it 
rather sad that Arnold P alm er m ay have to retire? He’s 
such a dashing golfer, what with those spectacular finishes

California will need three million new homes in the next de­ 
cade and it seems the state has made a major technical and 
philosophical 
breakthrough in answering the problem of how 
to provide them. 
By signing into law the California Factory Built Housing Bill, 
Governor Reagan cuts through masses of red tape to permit 
the rapid construction of pre-fabricated 
houses, and makes 
available cheaper homes, especially for low and moderate in­ 
come fam ilies. 
The importance of this is that many people in these income 
ranges are being forced out of their communities by soaring 


real estate prices and property taxes. The new law could help 
reverse the trend. 
Basically what the bill does is get rid of hundreds of dif­ 
ferent local housing code 
requirements, many of them anti­ 
quated and restrictive, in the case of factory-built prefabricat­ 
ed houses, and replaces them with a standard state code for 
mass production. 
The new law represents a badly needed step toward uniform­ 
ity of building requirements in the state and utilization of new 
housing technology to make it possible for almost all Califor­ 
nians to have a home of their own.

The other day I had the opportunity 
to sit and chat with amiable Fran Un­ 
derwood, 
local manager for General 
Telephone 
Company. To say the least, 
Fran is more than just a little concern­ 
ed over the recent 
exchanges of let­ 
ters in the columns of the Record about 
the “allowance for Federal income tax 
surcharge” which appears on telephone 
bills just received. 
He 
says 
he can’t 
remember 
when the 
business 
office here 
has received so many 
telephone 
calls from 
irate 
subscribers all 
dealing 
with 
the» 
same 
subject. 
The 
most 
difficult thing, 
he says, 
is 
trying 
to 
explain the charge 
in a way that is eas­ 
ily 
understood and accepted 
phone company’s customer. 
Now, I’m 
not trying to defend the 
General Telephone System with the fol­ 
lowing explanation, but I think we should 
all try to understand the position they 
are in. 
To begin with, General Telephone, like 
any public utility, is dependent upon the 
California Public Utilities Commission 
when it comes to assessing charges to 
users of the utility. They have to take 
the matter before the P.U.C. and plead 
their case. 
As a rule of thumb, the P.U.C. his­ 
torically has determined that 
public 
utilities 
should be making a profit of a 
certain per cent of income. And when 
a public utility’s profit falls below this 
fixed percentage figure, then the utility 
applies for a rate increase. 
When they do this, the utility people 
must be prepared to prove to the com­ 
mission that the raise in rates is need­ 
ed. They must file detailed accounting 
reports of income and expense and 
capital expenditures. Only after the com­ 
mission has studied the reports, and 
allowed 
or disallowed 
certain 
ex­ 
pense items the utility is claiming, is the 
commission in a position to make 
a 
determination on the request for a »"ate 
increase. 


In the case of the surtax 
matter, 
General Telephone 
apparently plead­ 
ed a pretty good case, as the commis­ 
sion allowed a rate increase. A stipula­ 
tion 
was attached, however. And that 
was simply that General Telephone had 
to itemize the increase on bills to sub­ 
scribers so that it would not appear 
to be a permanent one. 


The idea 
behind this was that should 
the surtax 
be 
removed by the Con­ 
gress, then General Telephone would no 
longer warrant the rate increase. 
This is where the trouble started. 
Someone in the General Telephone hier­ 
archy came up with the “allowance for 
Federal 
income tax 
surcharge” slo- 


gan, which has resulted in all the con­ 
fusion and anger. 
As I said in the beginning, Pm 
not 
trying to defend the General Telephone 
Company, or the Public Utilities Com­ 
mission. All I’m 
trying to do is ex­ 
plain 
the reason for the action by Gen­ 
eral Telephone. 
But as I said last week in this col­ 
umn, the fact that this action, although 
largely 
misunderstood by the average 
telephone subscriber, has aroused an 
otherwise 
lethargic citizenry to start 
crying, “Ouch,” is a healthy situation. 
For it is only when the electorate 
takes an active part in helping to form 
government policies that we have truly 
representative government.

Secretary of State William P. Rogers 
indicates a private conviction regard­ 
ing Israel’s alarming tank 
plunge and air 
follow-up across the Gulf 
of Suez in the 
largest attack since the 1967 Israel- 
Arab war. 
Behind the scenes, Mr. Rogers appears 
convinced 
that such powerful assaults 
have a definable purpose. 
He encloses this dramatic 
move en­ 
tirely within the package of Israel’s gen­ 
eral strategy — the 
more or less estab­ 
lished 
pattern 
of 
heavy 
air 
strikes 
a g a i n s t military 
placements 
on 
the 
Egyptian - held side 
of 
the Suez Canal, 
combined with com­ 
mando raids deep in­ 
side Egypt. In total, 
these appear design­ 
ed to prove to Egyp­ 
tian President Gamal Abdel Nasser — 
and to the Soviet Union, which supports 
him — that Egypt cannot achieve a vic­ 
torious war. 
Viewing the crisis hopefully, the Is­ 
rael purpose is to keep the Israel-Egypt 
explosive impasse locked into its pres­ 
ent limited phase. 
Israel, however, badly needs diploma­ 
cy. It is not enough for Israel Foreign 
Minister Abba Eban to honestly lament 
what he has called in the impasse * ‘the 
very deeply submerged instincts bursting 
out of the depths of history.” Diplo­ 
matically, 
Israel is clearly on the de­ 
fensive. 
This goes back as far as 1948 when 
Israel increased her territory in the Pa­ 
lestine war by 3,000 square miles more 
than the United Nations resolution of 
November 29, 1947, gave her. Then, in 
1956, within five months after Britain’s 
soldiers left Egypt, Israel confirmed 
every Arab suspicion by trying — with 
British and French support — to des­ 
troy Nasser. And when the British and 
French lost out in this 1956 Suez c ris ­ 
is, and their seizure of the canal never 
came to pass, only the Israelis achiev­ 
ed any part of their objectives — and 
held them. 
Likewise, since the six-day 1967 war, 
Israel’s policy has been to keep Syria’s 
Golan Heights, which are now an Israel 
defense line instead of a Syrian attack 
line — but to keep the territory just the 
same — along with the Gaza Strip, much 
of the territory taken from Jordan, and 
also parts of the Sinai Peninsula. 
Moreover, many Catholic and other re ­ 
ligious elements throughout the world 
are alienated by Israel's adamant re­ 
fusal to negotiate regarding an Israeli- 
held Jerusalem . Nothing any religious 
group, 
any nation or the United Na­ 
tions says about this appears to the world 
to make the slightest difference in Tel 
Aviv. 
On the other hand, the professional 
diplomats of the Egyptian Foreign Of­ 
fice have long been underestimated. You 
yourself have to experience them, as I 
have to believe their finesse, their ice- 
cold intelligence, their subtlety and cun­ 
ning, their capacity for intrigue behind 
a facade of wit — all bound up in a self- 
seeking package of sm iles and bows. 
You also have to experience, as I 
have, 
President 
N asser. 
He is an 
immense and endless talker, his gleam- 
ing eyes are aperfect biological surprise 
and his pitches to you come in all speeds 
and sizes — the wide - breaking curve, 
the tantalizing knuckler, the beanball, 
and the fast one saved principally for Is­ 
rael. 
Nasser is a total disaster. Yet he 
has reigned a full 17 years. In fact, he 
has outlasted four American Presidents. 
As 
my colleague and friend Richard 
Starnes has pointed out from Cairo, 
N asser has survived two wars and two 
defeats; the United Arab Republic, which 
included Syria, broke up within three 
years after he created it; his Five-Year 
Plan is in total collapse; and economical­ 
ly and m ilitarily a foreign power, So­ 
viet Russia, has him captive. Moreover, 
to top off the Nasser catastrophe, his 
Egyptian population does, not like the 
Russians. 
In Cairo, 
either Interior 
Minister 


Sharawi Gomar, chief of N asser’s sec­ 
ret police, or Minister of State Amin 
Huwaydi is now usually whispered as 
N asser’s successor — a takeover that 
would rest on either man’s backing by 
the army. But, as for the people’s at­ 
titude toward the Jews, which goes be­ 
yond Nasser, it is significant that the 
nearly - uncontrollable student demon­ 
strations in Egypt last year were for 
war against Israel, not peace. 
Secretary of State Rogers seem s to

feel that what the Arabs call “Sira’a ” 
— the holy struggle — will continue. 
The war has many manifestations. News­ 
worthy jolts like the Israel tank assault 
are 
only the visible cap of the ice­ 
berg. 
Actually, 
the war comes down 
to 100 million Arabs against three mil­ 
lion Jews. 
The single hope, as Mr. 
Rogers sees it, is to restrain it.

Political crystal ball 


History was made Monday when can­ 
didates came forward to challenge three 
incumbents running for reelection to the 
Santa Ynez River Water Conservation 
D istrict board of directors. 
On only one other 
occasion in the 30- 
year history of the 
district had anyone 
ever challenged a wa­ 
ter district director. 
Virgil Phelps did it 
that time, to defeat 
William Cooper in a 
race for a seat in 
Division 2, Lompoc. 
Phelps' 
victory 
in 
1967 
was 
probably 
due to a heavy urban vote as opposed to 
the strong 
rancher 
vote that Cooper 
commanded. 
Division 2 includes 
the 
southerly one half of the City of Lompoc 
from Ocean Avenue, all the area east 
to Drum Canyon and Mail Road, and 
south of Highway 246. 
It could also be argued that the single 
motivating factor in the thinking of the 
city voters was Phelps championing of 
the proposed Lompoc Project. Phelps 
was for the project and Cooper, who 
stands to lose a hunk of his land if the 
dam and reservoir are built, was opposed 
to it. The lines were that simple. 
And they are equally clear today as 
county election officials prepare for the 
Nov. 4 election in three of the district’s 
five divisions. 
Jack Moore, aSanta Ynez businessman 
will oppose incumbent Andrew T. Peter­ 
sen, in Division 
5. Division 5 extends 
from Highway 101 on the west to the in­ 
tersection of the district boundaries and 
Highway 154. 
Petersen is a businessman and a 
rancher, 
both good qualifications for 
public office in a predominently rural 
area. But he is also a longtime mem­ 
ber of the County Planning Commission 
and what is closer to home a key mem­ 
ber of the Improvement District 1, apul> 
lic body that comes closer than anything 
else in being the government of the Santa 
Ynez-Solvang area. 
Despite these obvious and impressive 
sources of voter strength, he faces a 
race 
with 
Moore. Petersen has been 
critical of the Lompoc Project; Moore’s 
views on the subject are not clearly 
known at this time. 
Incumbent William Laranio faces a

race against challenger Alfred B. (Burt) 
Jory, 
in Division 4. Division 4 runs 
roughly from Highway 101 on the east 
to Drum Canyon and Mail Road on the 
west. 
Laranjo has been critical of the dam 
project; Jory has been quoted as favor­ 
ing the project. Jory a retired Buellton 
restauranteur presumably has some vot­ 
er strength among the cadres of Buell­ 
ton businessmen. 
The race in Division 1 presents some 
interesting possibilities. Division 1 in­ 
cludes the northwest one-quarter of the 
City of Lompoc, the FCI and that por­ 
tion of Vandenberg Village south of 
Lompoc-Casmalia Road. Incumbent C 
Richard Henning will be opposed by Gary 
J . Dunlap, Lompoc attorney. 
Henning is a rancher and would nor­ 
mally be expected to draw most of the 
rural vote except for the heavy rains 
and flooding of last winter. The Santa 
Ynez River 
overflowed its banks par­ 
ticularly in the area west of Robinson 
Bridge, east of Lompoc. Ranchers in 
the area west of Highway 1, or H Street, 
suffered heavily and the facility of the 
National and Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration was nearly wiped off the 
map. 


If the tone expressed at a meeting of 
ranchers immediately 
after the first 
of two disastrous floods is any indica­ 
tion, 
many of Henning’s neighboring 
ranchers would vote for Dunlap on the 
theory that the challenger would help 
to expedite Lompoc 
Project. 
The 
ranchers at that meeting shouted down 
some speakers with impatient cries of 
“ Let’s get the dam built.” 
As designed by the Bureau of Re­ 
clamation the Lompoc Project includes 
about 125,000 acre feet of flood control 
capacity— or an amount that would have 
taken the edge off the fury of the storm s. 
Henning has been critical of the dam 
project; Dunlap has been quoted as favor­ 
ing it. 


I he key to the victory for either can­ 
didate, then, probably hinges on the 
kind of tiling that happens among the 
voters in the city portion of the d istrict 
the voters at the FCI and voters in that 
portion of Vandenberg Village south of the 
highway. 


Exact registration strength in the three 
districts could not be determined at this 
writing.
